Rookie of the Year 
Hughanna Gaw, Concordia 


Hughanna Gaw came to the Concordia Stingers after an outstanding career at John Abbott College where she was three-time 
MVP of her team. A member of Canada’s U20 team, Gaw had an immediate impact with the Stingers this season earn- 

ing QSSF all-star status. She scored a pair of tires during her first season while leading the Stingers in tackles. “Her play 

this year has been phenomenal for a rookie,” said Concordia head coach Graeme McGravie. “She is very versatile, mobile 
and agile along with having great field vision. We've asked her to assume a lot of responsibility on the pitch, and she has 
embraced this role and excelled at it. Defensively she is a beast - she hits everyone. | expect big things from her at this level. | 
think she has the ability to play for Team Canada.” 


Student-Athlete Community Service Award 
Frances Bajdik-Bova, Bishop’s 


__ Frances Bajdik-Bova, a fourth-year centre with the Bishop’s Gaiters, is involved in a plethora of community activities that liter- 

4 ally span the globe. She is the President of Big Buddies, an organization that matches Bishop’s students with Lennoxville youth, 
and is a Best Buddies volunteer, working with people the Lennoxville area with an intellectual or developmental disability. She 
spent last winter on exchange in South Africa where she taught children ranging in age from 7-18 at Amassango, a school 
for street children and children who are “intrinsically disadvantaged”. After her school term finished, Bajdik-Bova went to 
Uganda, where she worked at the Sabino Home Orphanage, and volunteer-taught eight classes at a rural school. Since 
returning from Africa she has devoted her time helping raise funds to send more children to school in Uganda. “Frances is a 
leader in the Bishop’s community. On and off the field she puts people first and challenges those around her to do the same,” 
said Bishop's head coach Eryn Hessian. “Her contributions have been, in short, exceptional.” 


Player of the Year 
Ashley Patzer, Lethbridge 


Ashley Patzer, the fifth-year team captain of the two-time defending CIS Champion Lethbridge Pronghorns, claims her second 
CIS Player of the Year Award, adding to a resume that already includes team CIS triumphs in 2007 and 2008, 2008 CIS 
national tournament MVP award, 2006 CIS Player of the Year, 2005 CIS Rookie of the Year, four selections as a CWUAA All- 
Star and three CIS All-Canadian nominations. Lethbridge head coach Neil Langevin had this to say about the Team Canada 
and Team Canada Sevens member: “Ashley has reinforced her reputation as an all-round phenom. To call her dynamic would 
be an understatement. She has continued to be an inspirational leader for her teammates and has developed to be one of the 
top players in the world.” 


Coach of the Year 
Neil Langevin, Lethbridge 


Neil Langevin has been the only head coach in the ten-year old Lethbridge Pronghorns’ history and over that decade he has 
turned the Alberta school into a national power. The ‘Horns come into this year’s CIS Championship as two-time defend- 

ing CIS champions and have won four straight Canada West titles. This season, the Horns went a perfect 4-0 in conference 
action, outscoring their opponents 217-7 and in the conference championships they notched two straight shutouts en route 
to the title. Langevin, who has also coached the Canadian Women’s Senior National Team, has led the ‘Horns to four medals 
at the CIS tournament. “Neil has done a wonderful job building a program that we are very proud of,” said Sandy Slavin, 
Lethbridge’s Executive Director of Sport and Recreation. “Neil and his staff have worked tirelessly over the ten years, building 
a championship calibre team from scratch.”
